Rear Admiral Bradley A. Piske (retired) argues for the 
defense of the Philippines by airplanes in addition "to 
the usual weapons, especially submarines." The chief 
dependence should be, he thinks, upon a strong aviation 
corps. He brought such an idea to the attention of the 
General Board of the Navy as long ago as 19]0, \vlien 
aviation was still in the experimental stage, but at: that 
time he made few converts outside of a group of progres- 
sive naval men, who, like himself, had what is called. 
"vision.'' Since those days of faith in the development 
of the airplane it has become a weapon that threaten to 
destroy warships as well as fortified towns. It is in- 
dispensable to the waging of war. 


Admiral Fiske assumes that, if possession of the archi- 


pelago passes to the .Filipinos, it will still be neeeseory 
for the Unred States to stand between them and t-..r; 
quest by any Power. Japan is today the only nation that 
could_take <1 e islands as at present defended by a com- 
paratively small army of regulars and the native con- 
stabulary, with the co-operation of naval vessels. Look- 
ing at the value of the Philippines to us Admiral Fiske 
points out "the nearness of Manila "to the vast unde- 
veloped territories "of Eastern Asia," and the fijie bays 
and harbors that could be used as a base of commercial 
'operations. He observes that, ''in case some suddenly 
"arising situation should cause a "popular 
outburst, 


against us in Japan, the chance to seize the Philippines 
might prove too strong a temptation to be resisted."
